Educators Ask for Quality Revolution in Schools ; 


Recent editorials in The Clipper have 
| Stated part of the classroom shortage prob- 
lem in the colleges, at least, could be met by 
making entrance examinations more strict, 
thus weeding out mediocre students who 
; ave an anchor on the yest of the class, Read- 
ing different material, we have found pro- 
/minent educators who deplore the lack of 
quality in our educational system. 
M. P. Gray, principal of Birmingham's 
| Woodrow Wilson School, writing in the 
Birmingham Teachers’ Association Bulletin 
Says, “publie schools are leaving the bright- 
est students to forage for themselves while 
the teacher busies herself with those whom 
nature has shortchanged.” For Birmingham 
| he proposes one high school with enrollment 
| restricted to brightest students who are held 
; back by the lesser ability of their class- 
/ mates, 
Dr. Francis S. Chase of the University 
|of Chicago recently charged: “Among the 
most serious shortcomings of the schools 
| today are failure to provide sufficient sti- 
| mulation and growth for the abler students 
. and some tendency to neglect intellec- 
| tual development in the pursuit of too many 
| poorly defined social objectives. To over- 
;come these and related deficinencies, we 
| need a quality revolution in publie educa- 
| tion.” 
The tendancy to reduce all individuals 
| to the Jowest common denominator has been 
carried to alarming extremes, writes Wil- 
liam S. Whyte Jr. in an essay entitled “The 
New Illiteracy.” 
Most Clipper readers are interested in 
knowing how far the trend has gone in Elba. 
| Not having a child in classes here, we don't 
have an intimate knowledge of training re- 
| ceived by the students and are in no posi- 
_tion to praise it or criticize it. However, it 
is to be regreted that the best students in 
Elba schools do not receive recognition in 


proportion to that accorded the top athletes, 

For the youth who has the desire and 
ability to get out and practice after school 
on the football fields, there is a reward. He 
makes the team and gets his letter, For out- 
standing players like Marlin Dyess and Tom 
Prescott there is recognition on an all-state 
team, 

A student, boy or girl, who makes sup- 
erior grades is entitled to some publie ae- 
colade, too. To some degree this is done 
through the Beta Club, but that does not 
suffice. A good old-fashioned honor roll is 
one way of giving brains their due respect. 

Some educators will say recognizing the 
top students in this way discourages those 
who can't make good grades. Another 
school of thought says it will make pupils 
study harder so that they may gain the 
prestige and respect that go with being 
named to the honor roll. 

Everyone who goes out for football does 
not make the starting eleven. Some of the 
aspirants don’t have the necessary physique 
while others lack the drive that is so im- 
portant in a good player. But we can’t see 
where awarding letters to the best players 
has kept anyone from trying to get his. The 
letter is something to work for and the pres- 
tige that goes with it is held dear to the 
prep athlete's heart. It shows he has met 
certain requirements on the athletic field 
and is entitled to public recognition. 

An honor roll works the same way for 
good students. It lifts them out of the mass 
mediocrity of the entire school and holds 
them up to fellow students as having achi- 
eved something above the average. They 
are going to school to get an education and 
are making more out of the opportunity 
than their fellow classmates. Surely they 
should be recognized through an honor roil 
or some other method for the accomplish- 
ment. n

Ten years ago World War HH ended and 
the cold war with hussia ed, To keep 
brance, Italy, England and other countries 
from tallmg prey to Communist parties in- 
side their own the Marshall 
Plan was instituted and the U. S. started 
Siving away billions of dollars in money 
and materials. Later the Marshall Plan was 
redesignated the Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministration but the idea behind it was the 
'Same—through American financial aid 
build up strong economies in friendly coun- 
tries so we would have allies against Russia. 
Money spent in this manner has proven 
a bad investment so it is now time to stop 
the giveaway programs. Sen Harry Byrd 
(D-Va.) has stated the best way to cut gov- 
ernment expenses is to stop foreign aid. He 
believes that before taxes ca nbe cut, the 
federal budget should be brought in line. 
Cutting foreign aid is his way of balancing 
the budget.” He is right. : 

Writes Eugene W. Castle, former news- 
| paperman in a book called, ‘Billions, Blun- 
| ders and Baloney:” 

“The world’s most expensive signs read 
'‘Yankee Go Home.’ You can find them on 
| walls and fences all over the globe. Nobody 
| paid the sign painters a penny, but the cost 
to American taxpayers was over $40 billion. 
| That is the sum expended for our overseas 

policy since 1948 in an effort to win friends. 
| The signs are the result of the failures, bad

It's 
time we quit wasting money on nations 
who not only will not line up with you when 
the going gets rough but are reluctant to 
defend themselves as is the case with some 
Buropean countires, 

Closer to nome (the writer married a 
French girl) we get a limited insight to the 
way the French feel about our foreign aid. 
Our theory that we are trying to Kelp ward 
off Communism and build a stronger eco- 
nomy in France is pooh-poohed. It seems 
at least a strong minority of the French be- 
lieve the United States is engaged in giving 
away billions to protect our own econmic 
interests in foreign trade. If the United 
States would lower its tariff barriers and 
permit a semblance of free trade, France 
would not need any economic support, this 
school of thought argues. The French peo- 
ple would much rather have it this way, 
having been entirely self-supporting longer 
than the United States has been a country. 

It’s hard to write off nearly $50 billion 

(that’s what it will be when current appro- 
priations are spent) as a bad investment. 
But it’s better to do that than pour good 
money after bad. 
To bring home to Coffee Countians juss 
how much $50 billion is, we figured if all 
that money were distributed to the 30,000 
inhabitants here, each resident would have 
over a million and one-half dollars. Every- 
one would be a millionaire. Wouldn’t that 
be nice. Some of the farmers whose crops 
were burned out last year would welcome 
just enough for “furnishings” for the next 
crop if they could get it. 

Since everyone wants the Yankee to go 
home, and it’s costing us so much to stay, 
let’s make them all happy over there and 
come home. Taxpayers will also be happy 
over the relief that goes with discontinuance 
of this ill-advised dole.
